3. Talked te Kenneth Bellen, Sensis Preparedness Investigating 
Subcommittee, who indicated one of the matters he had discussed with the 
DCI on the telephone was the question of possible availability of the 
transcript of the CIA hearing to Hanson Baldwin. Also Mr. BeLieu 
queried whether the Agency was going to respond further to tha request 
of Ed Weial for a list of dates on which the DCI had briefed the National 
Security Council oa i CBM: and IR BMZ. (Mr. Stoorts advised that the 
point had been raised by him specifically with the DCI who had said to 
let the matter go if possible.) Mr. Belieu appreciated the predlems 
involved in such a request as indicated by the DCI in the trauscript.
